RECITES HIS ROMANCE. 


Walter G. Freund, “captain” of the Whole- 
sale Shoppers’ brigade, a commercial inno- 
vation of his own conception, with offices at 
749 First National Bank building, wrote a 
letter yesterday to Tun Trispunp notifying 
it that he had made all the plans for taking 
his own life because lack of capital had made 
him a“ fallure in business. Then he disap- 
peared. 

The police and friends of Freund were no- 
‘tified of his threat with a view to preventing 
a suicide—if the young man’s threat should 
be serious. Inquiry at his boarding house, 
489 Roslyn place, in the evening brought no 
news of him. His wife is in Europe. 

At his office his stenographer said Freund 
had not been there\since early in the morn- 


Suggests Search of Hotels. 

Mrs. Hattie Heany, at whose residence 
Freund roomed, said he always had been 
cheerful. If he intended to end his life, Mrs. 
Heuny said, he probably would go to some 
small hotel and turn on the gas, and she 
asked the police to send out a description 
of him in the hope that hotel keepers would 
make an investigation and thus aid in finding 
the body if he is dead. 

iAccordingly the police sent out the follow- 
ing description of Freund to all stations 
asking that a search be made for him; 

Walter G. Freund, 38 years old, 5 
feet tall, weighs 175 pounds, has a 
dark complexion and black hair and 
Mmustache. When last seen he wore a 
black derby hat, black coat with a 
white stripe in it, dark trousers, and 
light gray overcoat. The missing 


Iman also wore eyeglasses. 


Letter Telling of Intent. 
Freund’s letter apprising this newspaper 
of his intention to kill himself said: 
* Rosiyn Place, Chicago. To The Trib- 
une: It tonight or tomorrow morning any

End,’ then compare his notes, please, 
I want the case

He telephoned the 
chambers of County Judge Owens, where, it 
was said, he would not return until about 
Dunn then went to the county 
attorney’s office to be served with a copy 
of the charges against him. 

County Attorney Wilson said he talked 
with Dunn, no one else being present. Mr. 
Wilson declined, however, to say whether 
any proposition had been made to Dunn. 


Dunn May Resign Today. | 
The deposed president of the merit board 
was asked whether he ever had thought of 
resigning. It was then suggested it could 
be arranged to let him down easy.” Dunn 


‘replied that he would think the matter over. 


He has an engagement to see Mr. Wilson 
again this afternoon. 

Dunn later conferred with his attorneys. 
They advised him toresign. They reasoned 
that Bartzen may be called upon to defend 
himself against an indictment. He would 
have a material advantage in knowing in ad- 
vance all the evidence against him. If Dunn 
insists upon fighting to retain his title of 
civil service commissioner, the evidence 
against Bartzen must be produced at this 
hearing. Accordingly Dunn may tender bis 
resignation this afternoon. 

A report is circulated that Bartzen’s aids 
have been looking back in the records of 
county civil service commissioners who were 
indicted eleven years ago. 


Cite Cases Under Old Law. 

There were three commisédloners indicted in 
February, 1901. They were convicted, fined 
$260 each, and deprived of the right to hold 
public employment for five years. The 
charges were trivial as compared with the 
Dunn accusations against Bartzen and his 
alds. The three commissioners were Walter 
A. Lantz, James D. Morrison, and George 
W. Lovejoy. 

They were charged with failure to hold 
public and competitive examinations after 
publishing the place, time, and general scope 
of the examinations. The indictments al- 
leged that they certified an electrical engi- 
neer, assistant engineer, and a clerk whe 
had not been tested for their ability in the 
way the law prescribed. 

They ht in vain to quash the indict- 
ments, then filed affidavits asserting that 
five judges were prejudiced against them 
and asked for a change of venue, made a mo- 
tion to take the case from the jury, made 
another motion in arrest of judgment, asked 
for a new trial, and finally appealed the case 


to the Supreme court. 


The Supreme court affirmed the decision 
of the Criminal court presided over by Ab- 
ner Smith. Gov. Deneen was then state's 
attorney and Jameb C. Irwin was president

Five Walsh Children. 

Walsh, whose fortune is said to have 
amounted to $15,000,000 when he was at the 
height of his career, left five children. They 
are: John W. Walsh, now in St. Louis; 
Richard W. Walsh, Mrs. Ellen W. Babcock, 
Mrs. Katharine W. Baldwin, and Miss Mary 
Walsh. Mrs. Mary L. Walsh, the widow, 
was named executrix in the will. 

Mr. Eaton, when questioned as to the possi- 
bility of a contest by the children in event 
the will is sustained, said: 

“The will of Mr. Walsh, presented for 
probate, in form is of the simplest character, 
consisting of a single paragraph, leaving the 
estate to his wife and appointing her as 
executrix. 

“Mr. Ritsher being dead, proof of the will 
rests on the testimony of Mr. Abbott.“ 

Mr. Eaton said he did not known whether 
the children would attack the will on the 
basis of Mr. Abbott's testimony, if it is 
sustained. 

A schedule of the assets of the estate 
showed that it consisted of free assets not 
to exceed $295,000, stock and bonds pledged 
as collateral, $398,000, real estate in Chicago 
consisting of the family homestead at 2138 
Calumet avenue, $15,000, a total of about 


$808,000.

ATTACK RAISE IN 
WOODMEN’S RATES 


Delegates from Missouri and 
Kansas Start Fight in Na- 
tional Convention. 


TWO PLANS PRESENTED. 


Old Members of Order Oppose an 
Inerease and Threaten 
Withdrawal. 


Plans for increasing the rates of life insur- 
ance in the Modern Woodmen of America, 
called the largest fraternal society in the 
United States, were promptly attacked after 


being presented to the national convention, 


which opened in Chicago yesterday. 

The note of dissent game first from dele- 
gates from Kansas and Missouri, who ob- 
jected to the accumulation of a large re- 
serve fund by raising the rates. 

Speakers against the report of the revision 
committee, which formulated the plans, said 
any revision upwards would have à ten- 
dency to drive the old men out of the or- 
der, as many of them could not afford to 
pay the increase. * 

Charles Page of Oberlin, Kas, said a num- 
ber of old men in his camp told him before 
he started to Chicago that if the rates were 
increased they woujd not pay another as- 
sessment. 


Problem One of Education. 

J regard the problem before the conven- 
tion largely as, one ‘of education,“ said A. R. 
Talbot, head counsel of theortier. “ Upon the 
facts of otr history and upon the foundation 
of all past Hfe insurance experience but one 
conclusion can be reached on this rate ques- 
tion. There cannot be an honest difference of 
opinion on a question of mathematics, but 
there may be honest differences due to a lack 
of information.” 

Among members who spoke in favor of the 
increased rates were State Senator C. G. 
Saunders of Council Bluff, Ia.; and William 
S. Hedrick of Indianapolis. 


Insurgents Denied Meeting Place. 

Opponents of the increases banded together 
during the day and planned an organized 
fight, but the schedule of a night meeting was 
thwarted by what some insisted was a coup 
on the part of the administration forces be- 
hind the plan. 

E. L. Halsted of Nebraska and Edward 
Fraser of Colorado had signed a call for the 
“insurgents” to gather at 73 Randolph 
street, but when delegates reported there 
they were denied admittance. The janitor 
said he had been instructed not to permit the 
meeting? but he refused to give the source 
of his orders. 

Leaders, however, cohferred and decided 
upon tactics to be pursued in contesting the 
proposed raises.

Affects 1,250,000 Woodmen. 

The question of insurance rates affects 
about 1,250,000 Woodmen: They have now 
in force insurande to the amount of $1,862, - 
600,000. Through increased rates it is pro- 
posed: to add an additional income of $22,- 
000,000 annually for the benefit of older mem- 
bers by raising the charges on younger mem- 
bers. By this plan about 975,000 members 
trom 18 to 52 years old will be asked to pay 
higher rates for the relief of 376,000 older 
members. 

‘Bixteen states have enacted into their in- 
surance lawe what le known as the Mobile 
bill, approved by state insurance commis- 
sioners in convention in Mobile, Ala., in 
August, 1910. Thies bill was defined as a 
valuation and publicity measure for regu- 
lation of fraternal beneficiary societies. 

The effect of the Mobile bill on the Modern 
Woodmen, beginning Dec. 81, 1914, will be 
to require the organization to make an- 
nual valuations of its insurance obligations 
and measure these obligations with the in- 
come provided under the current rates. It 


was shown by W. 8. Hart, a member of the 


committee on revision, that the present rates, 
collecting twelve assessments @ year from 
the members at all ages, will not pay more 
than $586 of the each-$1,000 ineurance under 


the existing system, 


New Rates as Proposed, 
What the committee on revision proposes 


j to do is to adopt a system of rates to 


a mortuary table compiled from so- 
ciety’s own past experience of e 


years that will provide for the insurance | 


unprovided for under the new law equations 
—the $464 of each $1,000 now in force. 

Two plans were submitted. One was the 
whole life level premium insurance, and the 
other term insurance. The rates for the 
first are derived from the mortuary table. 
The term insurance is made cheaper, be- 
cause it covers only a limited period of time. 
The committee proposes to write insurance, 
good throughout life, at rates ranging from 
78 cents per $1,000 a month at the age of 18 
years to $3 per $1,000 a month at the age of 
54, 2 at all ages beyond 54 at the rate of 
$3 r $1,000 a month. Past the age of 45 
this rate applies only to members of the so- 
ciety, as 45 is the age limit for new mem- 
bers. 

The plan also gives to members over 45 
years the option of having the difference 
between the rate at 45 ($2 a month), and the 
maximum rate at 54 ($3 a month), charged 


as a deficiency lien against the certificate, to 


be deducted at death. Thus the older mem- 
bers are relieved of paying more than $2 a 
month in cash.

Joliet, III., Jan. 28,—[Special.}—Harry 
Elgin Webster today entered the state 
penitentiary. The yourig physician, who 
was condemned to Mfe imprisonment yes- 
terday by Judge R. S. Farrand at Oregon, 
III., for the murder of his bigamous wife, 
Bessie Kent Webster, entered the prison 
walls shortly before noon, handcuffed to 
Deputy Sheriff Mackay and accompanied 
by Sheriff W. P. Delaney of Ogle county. 

The formalities of registering, numbering, 
shaving, and clothing the new prisoner in 
the penitentiary garb were rapidly gone 
through. Then Webster said good-by to 
Sheriff Delaney and followed a guard to a 


cell, where he will spend the first twenty-. 


four hours in solitary confinment on bread 
and water. 

Webster was an unexpected visitor at the 
penitentiary. It was not supposed that he 
would arrive till tomorrow or Thursday. 
His parents begged Sheriff Delaney to de- 
lay the transfer two or three days, but 
Webster showed impatience and some anger 
when the sheriff had yielded to this request. 

“I want to go right away or as soon as 
possible, he said. Sheriff Delaney com- 
plied. Webster’s prison number 18 2,419, 

Webster already hopes for pardon. 

“It is a hard blow for my folks,“ he sald. 
But I am willing to pay the penalty. Iam 
satisfied with the verdict, though I hoped it 
would be for but twenty years, I face impris- 
onment with the hope that some day 1 will 
be pardoned.”

Rumor That Reactionary Chief Advises 
Killing of Yuan. 


PEKING, Jan. 23.—Premier Yuan Shi Kai 
secretiy visited the imperial palace today 
and concurred with the empress dowager 
in favor of a resumption of hostilities. 

He suggested that the Manchus sink their 
differences wholeheartedly and provide the 
necessary funds for the campaign, but ad- 
viged awaiting the advance of the revolu- 


The advice of Yuan Shi Kai to await an 


younger princes, whose talk of war is alarm- 
ing Peking. ' 


Favors Assassination of Yuan. 

It is persistently reported that Tieh Liang, 
the former Tartar general at Nanking, who 
is largely responsible for the reaction, ad- 
vocates killing Yuan Shi Kal, whose influ- 
ence, he thinks, is so great that he should 
not be permitted to leave the capital. Yuan 
evidently foresees the possibility of an at- 
tack upon him and is adopting extreme pre- 
cautions. 

Another thousand Chinese troops of the 
imperial army from. Paoting-Fu arrived here 
tonight, making Yuan's force of Chinese | 
4,000. Against these there are 12,000 Manchu 
troops of the imperial army, who, it is sus- 
pected, are being incited against Yuan. 

It is difficulty to believe, however, that 
even the more hotheaded dau will coun- 
tenance Yuan Shi Kai's assassination, 
which would assuredly entail the extinction . 
of the clans, as the majority of the northern 
troops are loyal only to Yuan Shi Kai. 


Statement of Yuan’s Position. 

Today Yuan authorized the following state- 
ment regarding his position: 

He is inspired primarily by the desire to 
serve the best interests of the Chinese peo- 
ple and not the interests of either the repub- 
licans or the monarchists. That time will 
prove. He is seeking no selfish ends and 
hopes to contmue in office as premier long 
enough to cause a proper election of members 
of the national assembly or otherwise ascer- 
tain the correct view of the majority of the 
people. 

As, however, a general election seem diffi- 
eult to accomplish, considering the attitude 
of the republican leaders, he desires to bring 
about peace and some form of substantial 
government as quickly as possible. He would 
be Willing to resign and deliver the control 
of the government to any capable man who 
would and could find a solution to the best 
interests of China.

Progress aie was made by the gov- 
ernment,at the beef packers’ trial in show- 
ing the methods used in rearing the white 
elephant which Henry Veeder testified had 
been presented to the Armour-Swift-Morris 
interests in the form of the National Pack- 
ing company. It developed that the ele- 
phant apparently had proved useful, as 
for years after its appearance in March, 
1908, it continued to swallow competitors. 


Put Out of Business. 

The Continental Packing company, operat- 
ing in Chicago and Bloomington, got trou- 
blesome and was bought for $500,000, and 
promptly put out of business. Ruddy’ & 
Co. of Kansas City also was extinguished. 
The United Dressed Beef company of New 


York was taken over in exchange for some 


$750,000, the New York Butchers’ Dressed 
Meat company for $2,000,000. which was be 
ing ‘paid for during the period named in the 
indictment of the ten packers; the Western 
Packing company for $904,000, the Colorad< 
Packing company for $540,000, and a few 
others such as the Plankington, Milwaukee, 
Smith Bros., Dover Beef.

H. Veeder, “ father of the beef trust.“ 
stated early 15 the trial the packing interests 
had formed the National Packing company 
simply because they had failed in a greater 
merger and were left with an assortment of 
companies on thelr hands. He made no men- 
tion of the fact, brought out through Weber, 
that the assortment of companies prospered 
so steadily that many other competitors 
were bought over. 

Weber's testimony showed heavy profits 
from the sale of hides during the months 
when no allowance was made for hides in 
the figuring of beet cost.
